CIA was requested to conduct the above exercise by ODM a? d 
it was decided that those officers who did not participate 
last summer would attend this one. 


b. Reminded the Director he wished to call Herbert 
Hoover, Jr, and ask him to designate a representative from 
the Department of State to discuss the scientific attache 
program with our people. The Director said he would do this. 
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Col, White: 


a. Reported that as a result of CIA’s consolidated 
charities drive our people had designated $7,000 to the Hed 
Cross as opposed to $19,000 collected last year and we had 
no alternative but to make this allotment as indicated. 
However, he would explore the possibility of adding to the 
Red Cross fund money collected for which the donors had not 
specified a particular charity, Mr, Sheldon suggested that 
it might help the Red Cross next year if we published to our 
people the sums given to the various charities in this year’s 
drive. Col, White also noted our people had designated S7300 
to the Polio Fund as opposed to $1200 collected last year. 
However, at the present time we find ourselves in the peculiar 
position of not being able to give anything to the Polio Fund 
since that Fund has refused to accept donations collected in 
a consolidated drive — Col, White is also trying to solve 
this problem.

Reported he had been advised by Pat Coyne of the NSC Staff 
that Messrs, Macy, Hamilton and Perry of the Bureau of the 
Budget, who hold CIA clearances, will be all owed to read the 
classified portion of the Clark Committee report, Mr, 
Kirkpatrick said he had reminded Mr, Coyne that CIA has not 
yet had the opportunity to read the full report even though 
those parts pertaining to other US government intelligence 
agencies make reference to CIA, and in fact some of the 
recommendations contained therein have a direct bearing on our 
activities.
